«el with 2000 Foot and tooo Horfe, ard that he 
was oyn'd there by the Countde Cifuentes with his 
gular Troops and Miguelets, and that upon fucb a 
Day he would advance with them all, in order to 
iil on our Rear while they fhould fally out upon us. 
On the Day the Aide de Camp had mention’d, a 
great number of Troops appear’d on the neighbour- 
ing Hills in Order of Battle, and the Befieged ap- 
pear'd upon the Baftions and Ramparts of the Place ; 
hat both the one and the other recir’d in a little ume, 
perceiving we were prepar'd to receive them, and 
that their Defign had taken Wind, ’Tis talk’d the 
Farl of Peterborough has fince been in the City, and 
that he is come out agen, after having concerted 
with the General Officers in the Place the beft Mea- 
ures for annoying us. "Tis certain Prince Henry of 
Dirmftad is in the Place. We have been oblig’d to 
change our Batteries, which has coft us much Toi! 
and Time. [ar we have begun agen to fire with 
so Cannon and 12 Mortars: The Count of Tou- 
loufe has caus’d 2 Pieces of Cannon to be brought 
shore from each Ship, that we may encreafe our 
Fire againft the Place.

Bellegarde, May 4. When the Befieged in Barcelo- 
na bad loft Fort Montjuich, the Enemy fent printed 
Leuters fign'd by King Charles III and the Earl of 
Peterborough throughout the whole Province of Ca- 
talonia ; to invite all Perfons that could bear Arms, 
to appear and contribute their heft Efforts to 
lieving of the Capital Citv of their Province : 
this Invitation moft of the Catalonians appear’d at 
Aulot and Gironne, and march’d thence to the Place 
(f Rendezvous ; and have all of them, to avery 
coufiderable Number, fince joyn’d the Earl of Peter- 
borough in the Neighbourhood of Barcelona. All 
the ferviceable Men of the Mountains, from the 
River Mouca towaids the Sea, and thofe inhabi- 
ting the cther Side of the River Ter, are on the 
march towards Barcelona likewife, and threaten the 
Kifiegers hard. The Catalonians are fo devoted to 
King Charles, that fince the laft Amnefty was pub- 
Lil’ not a Manis come over to Philip V. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated May 21. 
Pari, May 17. ’Tis advis’d from Spain, that the 
Army ofthe Portugueze is at Placentia, and that 
the Duke of Berwick is encamp’d 5 Leagues fiom 
thence on the Road to Madrid, there to wait with 
the more Security for the Reinforcements he expects. 
The 15th Inftant in the Evening a Courier arriv’d 
a Marlv, with an Account, that the Count de Tou- 
haf, who fail'd from Barcelona with his Squadron 
ie Night between the 8th and gth, arriv’d at the 
lands Hieres the 11th at Noon.

which we hourly expect an Account. ‘Tis faid 


the Count de Touloufe had fo great a Number of 
his Men fick, that he was nece:litated to return to 
Youlon, By Lecters “trom Cadix we are inform'd 
that the 24th of laft Month the Enemy’s Fleer con- 
fitting of becween 36 and 40 Men of War, having 
Land-Fcrces on board, fail’d out of the Bay of Gi- 
braltar for che Coaft of Catalonia 3 and we have 
fince had Advice, that the 2d of this Month they 
were feen ctf Cartagena. Yefterday the Chevalier 
de Nangis arnv’d at Court Poft from Breft, wich 
News, that our Ships and Forces in the Weft Indies 
have made themfelves Mafters of the Iiland of Sr. 
Criftopher, taken 6 Englifh Men of War and {everal 
Merchant-thips, and found 6000 Negroes and a 
great Quantity of valuable Goods on the {aid 
IMand.

Vienna, May 8. An Exprcfs from Presburg has 
brought Advice, that after great Difpues between 
the Minifters Mediators and the Chiet of the Male- 
contents at Timnau, the Ceffation of Arms in Hung- 
ary is prolong’d to the 12th of July; and that 
Prince Ragorski, and the Princefs his Wife (who a few 
Days ago had Leave given her to go from hence to 
him)were very inftrumental in difpofing the reft to a- 
gree cothat Piolongation. Weare inform’d the Prince{s 
was vifited in her Bed-Chamber by the Minifters 
Mediators, and by Count Berezeni, and that during 
a Conference between them of 8 Hours, the inter- 
pos’d her good Counfels fo effectually, that the pre- 
vail'd with both Patties to agree. Count Berezeni 
was fo very unwilling to make any Advances to- 
wards an Accommodation, that this Point of pro- 
longing the Ceffation could hardly have been fix'd, 
had the Minilters Mediators and he treated of it in 
Form, and not in a free Contercnce in this Vifit to 
the Princefs. Count Wratiflau and Mr, Stepney are 
return’d hither from Tirnau. The 25th of this 
Month the Emperor will caufe his Terms of Peace 
to be propos’d to the Malecontents, in Order to fet- 
ting on Foot the long with’d for Treaty ; aad the 
Bithop bf Ofnabrug will repair to Tirnau affoon as 
the Preliminaries are fetled. ’Tis talk’d the Em- 
peror has offer’d Prince Ragotski the Margraviate of 
‘Burgau in Swabia, with the Title and Digrity of 
Prince of the Empire. In cafe the Negociations for 
Peace do not take Effect, Count Staremberg with 
the Forces that now ferve under General Palfi, is to 
joynthe Army that is coming from Tranfilvania un- 
der the Command of General Rabutin; ard carry 
on the War more vigoroufly than it has been hithe r- 
to againft the Malecontents. Prince Eugene has 
written a Letter to the Imperial Minifters, in which 
he preffes them very earneftly to take proper Mea- 
fures to enable him to put himfelf in Action againft 
the Enemy. Mr. Stepney will fer out from hence 
the 13th Inftent for Mendelheim, to take Poffeffion 
of that Principality in the Name of the Duke of 
Marlborough ; and will fend 2 Gertlerren to In- 
ipruck, there to receive the Inveftirure of ir. 


Strasbourg, May 12. The Governour 
offer’'d to capitulate on Saturday lef re- 
fus'd. Therespon he fii’d very fusion. his 
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Cannen upon our Troops and Workmen, but with 
lic le Execution. Tbe Marquis de Pery caufing the 
Number of Workmen to be doubled, the Trenches 
were carried on Within 6 Paces of the Counterfcarp. 
The Governour feeing the Befiegers approach’d fo 
near, aiid the Breaches fo wide; that the Place was 
in Danger to be carried by Scorm, yielded ic up az 
Difcretion on Monday Morning. The Garrifon con- 
filted of 2550 able Men, and qto Sick, wich about 
s00 Officers. The Sick are lett in Haguenau to be 
cured, but tbe reft, being moft Saxons, are ex- 
pected here to Day. In the Place were found 
250000 Fiorivs in Cath, defign’d for paying fome of 
the Imperial Troops, 59 heavy Brats Cannon, and 
19 Field-Pieces, 9 Mortars, 217,65 Barrels or Sacks 
of Meal, above soooco Weight of Powder, 1800 
Bombs, wich a great Number of Cannon-Balls, and 
other Scores of War. The Marquis de Pery having 
puca Garrifon of 1200 Men into the Place, march’d 
ro Day with his De:achment to joyn the Marthal de 
Villars’s Army encamp’d at Lauterbourg. That 
Marthal has fec Men to work to ftrengthen Lauter- 
bourg, and employs feveral thoufand Boors in ma- 
king Intrenchments on the Spier-bach : "Tis thought 
he has a Defign upon Landau. He has demanded 
heavy Contributions of all the Palatinate, and 
threaten’d to deftroy the whole Country with Fire 
and Sword, if the Money be not brought in by the 
Time limited.

From the Imperial Camp at Stohlhotfen, May 14. 
The Garrifon of Haguenau having ftood one vigo- 
rous Attack, furrendred themfelves the 12th Inftant 
Prifoners of War; they were in number 1400 fer- 
viceable Men, and $00 fick or wounded. The E- 
nemy found in the Place 8co Barrels of Powder, 
26000 Cannon Bills, 8000 Sacks of Oats, 15000 
Sacks of Meal, 60 Waggons with 4 Herfes each, 
80 Pieces of Cannon, 4000 Bombs, and 16 Mortars. 
Our Army wifl be all drawn together by the 2oth 
of this Month: The Duke of Wirtemberg is arriv’d 
with 8000 Men at Bruchfal near Philipsburg. 3 Pa- 
latine Regiments and 6 Companies of Grenadiers 
are at Opperheyfen. 

Francfort, May 16. The Troops of Hanover, 
Heffe, Mencz, and others, are in full march to joyn 
the Impeiial Army. 


_ From the Camp at Borchloen, May 20. Yefterday 
the Englith Troops came to Bilfen, and to day the 
Army of the States march'd from Tongres to this 
Place, where the Englith joyn’d us. The French 
having drain’d all their Garrifons, and depending on 
their Superiority, knowing the Hanover and Heifian 
Troors co be on the Rhine, pafs’d the Dy le Yefter- 
day, and have pofted themfelves at Tirlemont with 
the Gheet before them ; whereupon my Lord Duke 
of Marlborough has fent Orders to the Danith 
Troops, who are comisg from their Garrifong, to 
haften their March ; we expect them the 22d of 
this Monch, and then his Grace, relying on the 
Bleifirg of God and the goodnefs of the Troops, 
refolves to advance, and to oblige the Enemy either 
to retire of to come to a Battle. 


Hazuc, May 21. Letters from France advife, thar
